Great Northern, with the consent of 
the

Regional 
advisory 
board, a week ago because of the 
glutted condition of sidings at these 
places. 
The privilege granted by the road 
of stopping cars here for inspection 
by the state mill and the Russell- 
Miller Milling company, and possibly 
sending them on after a delay of 
from one to three days, is said to 
have been abused by dealers, with a 
resultant slowing up of grain

the worth of a system that con­ 
demns them to privation and want 
for a crime of which they know 
nothing. 
“They grow up with a grudjge* 
against the world—a grudge which 
too often leads them into the same 
paths of crime that their father hps 
already trod. 
“The man in prison whom we 
claim is being reformed, is too often 
the victim of idleness. Theoretically 
he works. 
But any njanufacturer 
would go broke whose employes 
turned out no more than prison: 
labor. 
» 
' 
“Let them work—not in competi­ 
tion with labor in the outside—but 
in making those things which the 
state must have in its various in­ 
stitution», its hospitals, its offices, 
its penitentaries. 
There are not 
enough men in prison in any one 
state to make all that the state re­ 
quires. 
“Let these men be paid standard 
wages, and let the wages be sent to 
their dependents, ii any. If they 
have no dependents, pay them a 
lower scale than those who have. 
“Why should society pay double, 
as at present, for the upkeep of its* 
wrong-doers? 
We put a man in 
prison and pay taxes for hi.s up­ 
keep. And his dependents must also 
be supported by society—if not 
through taxation, though contribu­ 
tions by charitable organizations. 
"By working and earning m ^ey 
for the support of their dependents 
these men can still feel that they 
are useful members of society—that 
they are of some good in the world. 
That society is only restraining 
them from the commission of fur­ 
ther crime by imprisoning them, and 
not solely from a motive of revenge. 
“They can feel that when they 
leave the pen thqy can once more 
take their places in the world. They 
will not have received, an most of 
them do at present a j.osl-graduate 
course in crime. 
“They will not come bar!: into the 
world to find their loved ones the 
victims of cold, hungen and priva­ 
tion. These men love their depen­ 
dents the same as you and 1, and 
they resent as bitterly, any injustice 
to them. 
Conditions as they now are, lead 
these men to a bitter hatred of the 
society that has ill-treated their 
loved ones. 
"Here’s one case of nmny that we 
are helping. 
“The husband got drunk one night, 
found himself broke, and went out 
to get some money by highway rob­ 
bery, in the course of which his 
victi mwas badly hurt. 
"He was caught, tried and sen­ 
tenced to 38 years.

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Hog Premiums 
May Be Secured 
In Foster County 


Carrington, N. D|. Sept. 25.—Fos­ 
ter county hog producers will proba­ 
bly be eligible in a few weeks for 
a premium of ten cents per hundreil 
on all hogs shipped to the terminal 
markets during the next three years 
as a result of the tuberculosis era­ 
dication campaign put on by County 
Agent C. C. Lake in cooperation with 
the North Dakota livestock sanitary i 
hoard, the bureau of animal husban- ! 
dry and the farmers of the county. 
Formal application to the United 
States department of agriculture for ^ 
the county to be placed on the "mod­ 
ified accredited list” was 
made a 
short time ago by the county agent, 
and as the county has complied with 
all the requirements, it is anticipat­ 
ed that the application will be grant­ 
ed in a short time. 
Foster is 
the 
first county in North Dakota to be­ 
come eligible, and there are 
only 
two or three other counties in the 
state in which complete area tests 
have been made. 
To be eligible for this list, all cat­ 
tle in the county must be tested for 
tuberculosis, and then the herds in 
which reactors were found must be 
tested a second time. When the per­ 
centage of infection has been reduc­ 
ed to not more than five-tenths of 
one percent, the county is eligible. In 
Foster county the last test showed 
only 47 reactors out of 13,784 head, 
o r three-tenths of one percent, which 
is well below the minimum 
figure 
set. 
Most of the tuberculosis infection 
in hogs comes from cattle who have 
the disease according to authorities. 
Nearly 15 percent of the hogs slaugh­ 
tered in the country show tubercu­ 
losis infection. The packers find very 
little tuberculosis in hogs 
shipped 
from areas in which the disease has 
been eliminated from cattle, and it 
is for that reason th at the packers 
are willing to pay the ten-cent pre­ 
mium.
